MOSCOW, May 11.—Millions of 
Soviet citizens learned to their dis- 
may today that during the past few 
days the Government had quietly 
increased prices 50 per cent on 
food, liquor and practically all ba- 
sic commodities. 

This step was interpreted in 
many quarters as part of the Gov- 
ernment’s program to deflate the 
currency, the outstanding total of 
which is ata huge figure.

Beer is the principal 
drink and it costs two rubles (nom- 
inally $1) a stein. The establish- 
ments usually are open until early 
in the morning and they are crowd- 
ed at all hours. 

The Government recently opened 
25 “commercial shops” in Moscow 
and other cities in which all sorts 
of food can be bought in any quan- 
tities, but at tremendously high 
prices—such as 10 rubles (nomin- 
ally $5) for a pound of butter. 

These shops are crowded day 
and night. It is estimated that the 
Government has been drawing in 
millions of rubles from these 
sources, closing up private traders 
who had shaded their prices just 
enough to draw customers. While 
prices are exorbitant in thes 
stores, those in co-operatives and 
“closed” shops are maintained at 
a reasonable level, but their com- 
modities are strictly rationed. 

‘The new schedule of increased 
prices. affects taxis, Droshkys 
(horse-drawn vehicles), theaters 
and restaurants as well as stores.

BERLIN, May 11.—Prof. Alfred 


L. Wegener, German scientist and 
Arctic explorer, is thought today to 
have lost his life during the win- 
ter in Greenland. : 

A radio message from Greenland 
said that a relief expedition had 
reached the central ice gap station 
of the Wegener party and had 
found Wegener's three companions, 
Johannes Georgi, Fritz Loewe and 
Ernst Sorge, but he was not with 
them. 

The three men said their leader, 
with a companion named Rasmus, 
and 12 others started from the ice 
gap station last November for his 
base at Kamarajuk, 250 miles west- 


ward. Nothing has been heard of 
Wegener or of those who were with 
him since that time.

C. & A. HEAD TESTIFIES ROAD 
IS UNDERRATED $11,000,000 


Appeats Voluntarily at B. & O. 
Purchase Hearing When I. C. C, 
Refuses to Subpena Him.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—Wil- 
liam G. Bierd, president of the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad, testi- 
fied before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission today that the 
road should be valued at  $11,- 
000,000 more than the commis- 
sion’'s valuation of $75,960,936. 
Bierd -was testifying in the hearing 
on the application of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad for approval 
of its purchase of the bankrupt 
line for approximately $75,000,000. 
The commission’s valuation of the 
road in 1926 was dated June 30, 
1919. 

As the hearing drew to a close, 
Bierd appeared voluntarily after 
the commission had refused to sub- 
pena hini at the request of the 
Stockholders’ Protective Associa- 
tion of the Chicago & Alton, which 
opposes the acquisition by the Bal- 
timore & Ohio. 

Bierd contended the I. C. C. val-

CONVICTION OF A. N. SAGER 
SET ASIDE BY APPEAL COURT 


New Trial Ordered for Former St. 
Louis Circuit Attorney in 
Bribery Case. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 11.—The Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals today set 
aside the conviction of Arthur N. 
Sager, Josephs Shalleck and Ed- 
ward Reynolds, attorneys convicted 
of bribing a juror in the mail fraud 
conspiracy trial against the Utah 
Lead Corporation. 

The decision ordered, that all 
charges against Reynolds and Shal- 
leck be dismissed and direeted that 
no new trial be brought in their 
cases. A new trial for Sager, on 
only two counts of the eight-count 
indictment against him, was or- 
dered. The new action will be 
based only on the charge that he 
attempted to bribe a juror, and 
that he conspired to deprive the 
Government of the impartial serv- 
ices of a court bailiff. 

Sager formerly was Circuit At- 
torney in St. Louis.

‘TEPPELIN ON WHEELS’ MAKES 
150 MILES AN HOUR IN TEST 


Propeller-Driven Coach Powered 
by 12-Cylinder Airplane

HANOVER, Germany, May 11.— 
The “Zeppelin on wheels” of the 
engineer, Franz Krueckenberg, 
again demonstrated the possibilities 
of quick transit yesterday when it 
is reported to have attained a speed 
of 150 miles an hour on a 20-mile 
railroad stretch between Lehrte 
Dollbergen. :

Loot Is Recovered.

Policemen reported 
they found Ryan hiding behind a 
showcase in the store, while Gray 
was captured when he leaped from 
a second-story window into the 
midst of a squad of detectives. 

A total ef $5000, taken from one 
safe during the robbery, was re- 
covered. Another safe, which the 
robbers had not reached before 
police swooped down on them, con- 
tained about $30,000 of Saturday’s 
receipts. 

The scene of the robbery and 
ensuing fight was the department 
store of the Golden Eagle Dry 
Goods Co. in the center of the re- 
tail trade district. More than 100 
policemen were engaged. The 
search for the robbers lasted more 
than an hour and was witnessed by 
hundreds. 

Eye Witness Tells of Robbery.

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FOUNDER OF MOTHER'S DAY 
_ DEPLORES -ITS EXPLOITATION 


Dismayed by Commercialization 
and Attitude of Professional 
Welfare Workers. 


By the Associated Press. 

QUANTICO, Va., May 11. — The 
founder of Mother’s day yesterday 
deplored some of the ways in 
which she said it has been  ex- 
ploited. Miss Anna Jarvis, for 


whom Thomas Heflin introduced a 
Mother’s day resolution when he 
was a representative from Ala- 
bama in 1914, came from Philadel- 
phia to mark the day with-the 
marines stationed here. 

“They say a million dollars’ 
worth of flowers are sold for this 
day,” she said when a simple serv- 
ice in the Marines’ gymnasium was 
over. “I never thought it would 
mean that, but even stranger than 
commercialization by tradesmen is 
that the public has allowed profes- 
sional welfare workers to exploit 
its sentiment for motherhood in a 
manner of which I never dreamed. 
I am more than amazed; I am dis- 
mayed.

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CHARLIE CHAPLIN 
COMPLAINS EUROPE 


Gives New Version’ of Refusal 
‘ to Appear in “Comman d’”’ 
Performance in England. 


By the Associated ‘Press. | 

LONDON, May i1.—The Daily 
Express, in an interview with 
Charlie Chaplin at Juan Les Pins, 
France, quotes the film comedian 
as saying: “Europe has ~~ misun- 
derstood me, bullied me and mis- 
represented me to such an extent 
that, being a+ moderately rich 
man, 1 don’t care a-hang whether 
1 ever make another film.” 

Chaplin appeared to be annoyed 
by critici$ms of his doings since 
he has been in Europe, mention- 
ing his refusal to appear at Mon- 
day’s “command” vaudeville per- 
formance here. 

“What's all this nonsense about 
my refusing to appear at a ‘com- 
mand’ performance?” he was 
quoted as asking. “I've received 
no command from the King, mere- 
ly a request from a music hall 
manager to appear at a charity 
show. ‘They say I have a duty ta 
England. I wonder what duty. I 
sometimes think my countrymen 
are the world’s greatest hypocrites. 
Nobody wanted me in England 17 
years ago. I was just as good an 
artist then and I1 slaved and 
starved for a few shillings weekly. 
I had to go to America for my 
chance and I got it. Only then did 
England take the slightest inter- 
est in me.”’ 

Discussing his observations in 
Europe Chaplin is quoted as say- 
ing: “Patriotism, the greatest form 
of insanity from which the world 
ever suffered, is rampant every- 
where and the result is going to 
be another war. The absurd pro- 
vincialism of Europe, of London, 
of America, of France!”

Johit™2Z. Milliken Jr., son of the 
late millionaire chemical manufac- 


turer, whose wife is suing fora Gi-| | 


vorce, filed a cross bill today, seek- 
ing a divorce for himself, and 
amended his answer to her petition. 
The case is set for trial June 1 be- 
fore Circuit Judge Hoffmeister. 

In the cross bill Milliken names 
three men as corespondents and 
enumerates other actions which he 
considers indignities sufficient to 
entitle him to a divorce. Mrs. Mil- 
liken in her petition alleged general 
indignities also, charging that he 
was hostile and neglectful and that 
she was forced to leave him™ last 
June -“in order to maintain her 
self-respect.”’, 

One of the men named in Milli- 
ken’s complaint is a young ama- 
teur aviator with whom, he has al- 
leged, Mrs. Milliken is infatuated. 
He charges that Mrs. Milliken, also 
an amateur flyer, has made trips 
by airplane with him to various 
cities. The other two figure in in- 
cidents at Miami Beach, Fla., 
where the Millikens were masried 
in February, 1929, after a 10-day 
courtship, 

One of them, Milliken has testi- 
fied, was with his wife in an auto- 
mobile eutside the Miami Beach 
home of Stanley Joyce of Chicago, 
former husband of Peggy Hopkins 
Joyce, who was host at a party Mr. 
and Mrs. Milliken attended. The 
third man is said to have accom- 
panied Mrs. Milliken on,.a swim- 
ming party. \ 

Milliken charges that his wife, 
the former Mildred Carver of Pitts- 
burg, cultivated the acquaintance of 
his former wife, now Mrs. Marian 
Thompson, for the purpose of ob- 
taining her testimony in the divorce 
suit. “Mrs. Milliken meaptioned as 
one of the grounds on which she is 
seeking a divorce that Milliken and 
his former wife met frequently and 
that she went with them usually to 
keep them from being alone togeth- 
er, although the association was not 
pleasant for her.

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WRY IN REARDON 
TRAL DISCHARGED 
11 FOR CONVICTION 


One Holds Out for Acquit- 
tal on Murder Charge 
Through 60 Ballots; Oth- 
ers for Death Penalty. 


The Belleville jury trying Wil- 
liam Reardon for the murder of 
Sterling Huxtable was cischarged 
at 9:12 a. m. today, hopelessly 
deadlocked. Eleven of the jurors 
voted for the death penalty while 
the twelfth held steadfastly 
through 60 ballots for acquittal. 

The jury had been locked up for 
112 hours following the close of 
testimony Thursday and had spent 
40 hours in actual deliberation. 
Yesterday, convinced the proponent 
of acquittal would not yield, the 
jurors abandoned discussion of the 
case and played pinochle. 

Reardon was not released to re- 
turn to his East St. Louis home 
where he killed Huxtable, a con- 
struction foreman, last Nov. 17, in 
a quarrel growing out of his asso- 
ciation with Huxtable’s wife, The 
murder indictment against him 
still stands and he will be pros- 
ecuted again, Assistant State’s At- 
torney Curt Lindauer announced. 
Reardon had no comment on the 
failure of the jury to agree. 

Mrs. Mildred Huxtable, who was 
jointly tried for the murder, was 
released last week on a directed 
-werdict of acquittal when the State 
failed to link her with the killing. 

In a scathing summation of evi-. 
dence before dismissing the panel, 
City Judge Borders of East St. 
Louis, presiding in the place of 
Circuit Judge Miller, who disquali- 
fied himself, addressed the jur- 
ors. 

“I had hoped you'd finally get 
together,” he said, “and save S&t. 
Clair County the expense of a new 
trial and the re-telling of the case 
to a new jury. Well, gentlemen, 
you are hopelessly deadlocked?” 

“We are,” said Fred H~tter, £he 
foreman, a machinist from Mill- 
stadt, Ill. 

“There couldn’t be any self-de- 
fense in this case,’’ Judge Borders 
continued. “Reardon fired four 
shots into the back of this man 
while he was leaving Reardon’s 
home. Then he rushed up to the 
prostrate form and fired a fiendish 
shot into the neck in real gangster 
style. 

“If Reardon is not ultimately 
electrocuted, St. Clair County owes 
an apology to every person exe- 
cuted in the county in the past. 
There was no self-defense in this 
_ ease. It was just a cold-blooded, 
‘ cowardly fiendish murder and I 
hope the next jury will agree when 
the case is tried again. 

“T hope the dismissal of Mrs. 
Huxtable did not prove a bar to 
your trial of Reardon. She probe 
ably was just as guilty as Reardon, 
but there was nothing directly to 
connect her with the case. She 
probably persuaded her husband 
to go to the Reardon home that 
night and he probably went for 
her sake and went to his death.” 

Mrs. Huxtable, wno took’ the 
witness stand in her own defense, 
said her husband, with whom ‘she 
had been reconciled for a week 
after living for some time with 
Reardon, had found a ring Rear- 
don gave her and had insisted 
upon returning it in person. She 
suggested mailing it back to Rear- 
don, Mrs. Huxtable asserted. 

“Mrs. Huxtable,” the Judge con- 
tinued, “will always wear the xscar- 
let letter of adultery and will al- 
ways have the finger of scorn 
pointed at her, for the way of the 
transgressor is hard. Yesterday 
was Mother’s day, yet she found 
no solace or comfort when she 
looked at her children and knew 
she had cast them aside for a 
paramour. 

“As for Reardon, I reiterate he 
had no grounds for self-defense. 
However, as jurors, each of y@u is 
entitled to his belief. Gentlemen; 
you are discharged.”

Items showing in- 
creases of 250 to 400 per cent were 
City Plan Commission, Legal Aid 
Bureau, Board.of Children’s Guar- 
dians, Firemen's Pension Fund 
and Telephone Exchange. The in- 
crease for markets was 708 per 
cent, and for miscellaneous ex- 
penses 756 per cent. The decreases 
were in garbage reduction cost, 56 
per cent, and in scales, 7 per cent. 
“The increases shown,”’ the Bu-

Hold Up Five-Year: Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, May 11.—The Soviet 
Government has started a cam- 
paign to increase the female work- 
ers on collective farms. 


By putting more women to work 
on the farms it is hoped the five- 
year plan may be speeded up. Here- 
tofore shortage of-skilled and un- 
skilled labor has impeded the plan, 
somewhat endangering the possi- 
bility that it will be completed on 
schedule. 

Already there are some 10,000,- 
000 women employed on these 
farms throughout the Soviet Union. 
By increasing this number the 
Government plans to release more 
men to meet the huge increasing 
demands for them in heavy indus- 
tries, where the women’s strength 
is insufficient. 

The Central Executive Commit- 
tee today published a decree or- 
dering the opening of schools in 
agricultural districts to instruct 
women to drive tractors and op- 
erate farm machinery and to teach 
them business administration of 
farms. 

Others will organize nurseries, 
schools and community kitchens. 
There also will be fuurther induce- 
ments to draw women to collective 
farms, 

Farming for Bachelor Giris. 

Under the new plan efforts will 
be made to keep as many married 
women as possible in factory cen- 
ters and to persuade bachelor girls 
to move to the agricultural sec- 
tions. Co-operative houses are 
planned for the industrial centers, 
with facilities to care for children 
while their mothers are working. 

It is figured married women will 
settle comfortably in their com- 
munity homes, whereas unmarried 
girls might be inclined to move 


given light factory work. At pres- 
ent many of them are drawing pen- 
sions, but it is believed light jobs 
can be found for them, thus freeing 
able-bodied men and women now 
doing this work for heavier em- 
ployment. * 

Women have long been a main- 
stay on the farms and even before 
introduction of machinery they did 
most of the work. In experiments 
last year the Government found 
that women proved equal, if not 
superior, to men in driving trac- 
tors and handling machinery. 

One of the principal handicaps 
to the proposal is that unskilled 
and untrained women damage or 
demolish much of the machinery.

Nevertheless, it is helpful to have the International 
Chamber of Commerce, which met in Washington 
last week, resolve that the war debts and repara- 
tions should not take precedence over trade and 
commerce between the nations, that tariffs should 
not discriminate unfairly between nations, and that 
excessive armaments impose upon the world a burden 
beneath which there can be neither happiness nor 
prosperity. These are all political matters, not to 
be altered outright by even such an organization as 
an international association of bankers and indus- 
trialists; but it is from such things that pubjic opin- 
ion is everywhere made. To reduce armaments is the 
most difficult of all political feats. No people will- 
ingly impose upon themselves such a burden as that 
which the International Chamber of Commerce con- 
ceives to lie at the bottom of the world’s economic 
ills.

I suggest that you raise a monument 
to the memory of the president and di- 
rectora of the KeHogg Co., at Battle 
Creek, Mich. 

Early last winter they decided to em- 
ploy four shifts of men and women to 
run their mills, instead of three shifts; 
the workers to work six hours a shift in- 
stead of eight and to receive the saine 
wages as when they worked eight hours. 
The management has lately reported that 
the results of the change have been good. 
All parties have been benefited; the 
workers, the management and the stock- 
holders. 

Fifty years ago, 10 hours was a day’s 
work. More than 40 years ago the day 
was reduced to eight hours (after a tre- 
mendous struggle on the part of the 
workmen). Since then machinery has 
been’ invented and improved so much 
that the necessary work can be done in 
much less time, and by a smaller num- 
bers of workers; but the hours of labor 
have temained the same, causing many 
men and women to be unemployed. 

If the work day is shortened to five or 
six hours, there will be work for at least 
one-fourth more people and in a short 
time things would adjust themselves s0 
no one would be injured, and all would 
be benefited. 

Times surely would be better if all 
those who need work could get it. There 
is plenty of work now. There is no need 
to do a lot of useless and unnecessary 
work or create work in order to give em- 
ployment, Divide up what there is and 
there will be plenty for everybody.

Our New Nicaraguan Policy. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE Magazine of Wall Street says: 

“Through his new Nicarag@&n policy 
President Hoover has in effect served no- 
tice on Americans that all their business 
adventures abroad are entirely at their 
own risk.” And, “this is the logical re- 
sult of the pacifist wave that is sweeping 
the world.” 

It is to be hoped that both statements 
are correct. The notice should have been 
served long ago. While it did not say who 
should take the risk, we are safe in as- 
suming that the magazine would have 
all risks of capitalist “adventures abroad” 
borne by those who stay at home and 
work. They, not the capitalists, should 
finance the army and navy and give their 
boys to die in distant jungies that mil- 
lionaires may have more millions. Noth- 
ing is so important as getting more mil- 
lions into the pockets of our beloved mil- 
lionaires, 

It is probably not so much a pacifist 
wave that is sweeping the country as a 
wave of intelligence. People are getting 
wise to the fact that the money they pay 
for “national defense” ‘s in reality to de- 
fend business in its “adventures abroad.” 
They are learning the causes of war and 
the influence of Wall street on interna- 
tional affairs. President Hoover's policy, 
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FRUITS OF “SAFETY FIRST.” 
Since railway operation must rely in part on the 
fallible human factor, it is not possible to foresee 
the total elimination of fatal accidents.

CHICAGO WINS AGAIN. 
There is a serious discrepancy of opinion about 
the kidnaping of James Hackett, Blue Island, IIL, 
gambling chief, who recently told newspapers that 
he had paid a ransom of $150,000 for his release. 
ur eminent contemporary, the Chicago Tribune, in 
an editorial entitled “St. Louis’ Contribution to Chi- 
cago Crime,” said: 

There is every reason to believe that the crime 
was committed by a band with long experience 
in kidnaping. There is, therefore, a strong pre- 
sumption ‘that the criminals came from St. Louis, 


for organized kidnaping is St. Louis’ contribu- 
tion to contemporary crime. 


The Federal authorities, however, have another 
theory. They think that the kidnaping of James 
Hackett was carried out single-handedly by James 
Hackett himself, as a means of evading income tax 
payments. Accordingly, they have filed claim for

ever some of our own people 
may think and say, others are 
all agreed in considering our 
markets as the most valuable 
place to sell in the world. For- 
eign merchants are not attracted 
with the prospect of trade in 
some other country. They leave 
that attraction to us and are 
solicitous in proposing that we 
enter some other markets with 
our goods, which they say we 
can accomplish by giving up our 
own markets to their foreign 
goods, 

We admit other countries can- 
not long buy of us unless they 
sell to us or to others. But 
merchandise is not the only 
medium of trade. We buy many 
foreign bonds. We buy five or 
six hundred million dollars worth 
of tourists travel service in 
Europe each year. 

We always consider that our 
Own people ought to have the 
first chance in our own markets. 
We believe that we can promote 
desirable foreign trade only by 
keeping ourselves able to buy 
im ports, The suggestion that 
our tariff be generally lowered, 
our wages, our foreign debts and 
living standards be reduced and 
only our domestic taxes be in- 
creased has not appealed to us 
as a sound method of increasing 
foreign trade.

This charge, 
as it seemed to me and other Sen- 
ators, did not involve alone the 
reputation and character of the 
person accused, but also the very 
integrity of campaign contributions 
made to political parties for legiti- 
mate election purposes.
